This is to 
fit exactly the six-inch hole iu the dry- 
goods box. It may be made so as to 
work a little freely and is to be hung 
ou a pivot in such a ws>y that the end 
outside the box is slightly heavier. Put 
the bait at thOj inner end of pivoted 
box. It does not take much to induce 
a rabbit to enter a hole. Once iuside 
this the animal crawls alone; until past 
the middle when its weight overbal- 
ances the box which tips up suddenly 
and the animal slides out into the 
larger box. The pivoted box then falls 
back to its original position and is 
ready for another labbit. The tiap Is 
easily constructed, simple and has the 
advantage of being always set. There 
can be t\vo eutrances.as shown in the 
illustration. The top and sides of tne 
box exposed above ground can be cov- 
ered with leaveb, snow or anything to 
disguise it. The trap door is for re- 
mo\lng the captured rabbits.

LWHERE LABOR IS SCARCE. 


Men Are Wanted In the Minnesota 


( 
Wheat Fields. 


Duluth, Minn., Aug. 23.—An abund- 


ant harvest, with not nearly enough 
men to garner it, in tue condition in 
the wheat fields of Minnesota and the 
Dakotas. The crop will be large, per- 
haps larger than usual, and men are 
getting scarcer every day. The harvest 
is well under way now, and in a short 
time threshing will begin, in order 
that there may be no damage from 
bad weather it is imperative that the 
crops be garnered ah early as possible. 


In other years there nearly always 


has been enough labor to do the work, 
as the men from the woods and rail- 
roads went to the wheat fields for the 
harvest. They have done so this year, 
but the demands of the a*my, better 
conditions over the country and other 
causes luive lessened the number of 
men, 
while the demand has increased. 


Agents of the big farmers nave travel- 
ed over many staters picking up men 
and shipping them to the wheat fields, 
paying their fare and offering them 
$2.50 to $3 a day for common labor in 
the fields, with fancy prices for skilled 
help. 


The high pay has drawn from other 


work all the surplus men, and those 
who are working In this vicinity on 
contract work are getting restive. In 
Duluth there are three small strikes 
for raises from $1.75 to $2 a day, and 
the demand will be granted. At a 
brick plant in Garlton County 500 men 
struck for mi advance from $1.05 to $2, 
many of the strikers going to the har- 
vest field. Within a short time $2 a 
day will be the ruling wage for com- 
mon labor In this section, at least until 
after harvest Is over.

An Army Consisting of Several Thousand 


Filipinos Has Been Concentrated 


In Ca?lte Province. 


Reported That 'Supplies Are Being 


Taken From Manila to Agulual- 
do's Forces—The Scarcity of Food 
Increasing—Natives Have Return- 
ed to San Mateo. 
Manila, Aug. 23.—The Filpinos ap- 


pear to retain much more of a fighting 
spirit than might be expected after 
their defeats recently at San Fernando, 
and the "drubbings" Gen. Lawton gav e 
them in tbe south. 


Having abandoned San Fernando 


after a feeble struggle, the natives en- 
trenched themselves at Angeles, work- 
ing for several days and Impressing 
non-combatants into the work, thus 
saving the armed men for the fighting. 
They engaged Lieut.-Col. Smith's regi- 
ment and the artillery warmly for four 
hours, making one of the most stub- 
brnn lebit-tences of the campaign. In 
the Province of Cavlte. where It was 
supposed the uathes had been scattered 
and demoralized beyond recuperation, 
they have assembled an aimy of sev- 
•>ml thousmd men, which is distributed 
among the important towns irorn the 
lake to the bay. 


Atter the San Fernando engagement 


natives attempted to dissuade the 
\nierioans from further advance north- 
w.ird by'menasint; the tailroad com- 
munication. Several hundred of Gen. 
Pio del PHar's men crossed the Rio 
Grande, between the American our- 
post towns, and threatened Ilaliuag, 
Quinlnqua and other places with small 
American gairison. while, during Sun- 
flay and Monday nights, smaller bands 
tried to tear up the railroad track at 
several points between BIgaa and M:i- 
lolos. 
Reinforcements of American 


troop", however, were sent along the 
rai'road from Manila to San Fernando, 
while the forces at Bnllnag and Quln- 
qua sailed out again&t Gen, Pio del 
Pilar's men, and the natives were 
easily driven away. 


In the brushes, however, the "Ameri- 


cans during the thiee days lost several 
men.

nila dallv and return to the Filipino 
lines with food and other commodities. 
The guards stationed along one roart 
reported that 5,000 persons passed 
through the lines in three days, and 
rhnt forty-five tons of rice were carried 
out. in small parcels, on the same road, 
in ten days. Much of that undoubted- 
ly goes to aid the natives, but the 
Huthorlties permit the traffic from mo- 
lives of charity toward the women and 
"hildron, who are undoubtedly suffer- 
Insr.

60 Still Lower, 


Looks as Though Trust May be Try- 


ing to Pat Rivals Out of; Bust- 
ness—A Reduction of Slxjty Cents 
a Barrel Is Announced—Outbreak 


2. Not an Unexpected One. 


New York, Aug. 23.—The war be- 


tween the American Sugar Refining 
Company and jts competitor&^hffS aut 
expectedly broke out anew, and de- 
veloped into a decidedly interesting 
fight, which promises to grow more 
bitter with time. 


The American Company started in by 


reducing the pric«*> of all grades of re- 
fined sugar, excepting No. XXXX., 3-l« 
cent per pound. The other rennlng 
companies promptly met the reduction, 
and v. Ithin a very short time the Ar- 
buokle Company lowered the price still 
,further by 1-10 cent per pound, mak- 
ing a total i eduction of Vi cent per 
pound within a few hours. 


It was stated in some quarters that 


It was not unlikely that the recent,, 
visit of the Western wholesale grocers, 
who 'iskcd the American Sugar Com- 
pany to enforce the factor agreement, 
had something to do with 1 he i unex- 
pected reduction in price. This,' how- 
ever, was not 
generally 
credited. 


Speaking of the situation, .Tames H. 
Post, who represents the Mollenhauer 
and the National Companies, said: 
''It seems to me that the real reason 


for the cut hy the American Cttmpdny 
is to make the business so unprofitable 
that some of the companies will* be 
forced out of existence. In my opinion, 
however, it will take some years to ac- 
complish this. Tlmt the cut by the 
American Company look nil the In- 
dependent companies by surprise we 
must admit. So far as \u- are con- 
cerned, we do not see anything to war- 
rant the out. 


"It is n mystery why the American 


Sucar Tloflninp Company is wining to 
reduce its guaranteed contracts by 3-16 
cent per pound when it is supposed to 
have at leant l,2.r>0,000 barrels sold, on 
which It will have to make this reduc- 
tion. The four independent refineirietf 
of New York and the one in Phila- 
delphia have, on tbe other hand, only 
about 250.000 barrels thus sold. What 
the reduction signifies can best be seen 
by savins that it means lowering the 
price 00 cent* per barrel, which, for 
1.500,000 barrels, is $000,000. 


"Probably the same reason which In- 


•lu< ed the American to drop the price 
3-10 cent will induce the company to 
drop the price still further, which sig- 
nifies a sood war. As to what the in- 
dependent companies will do—well, I 
think you will find that we shall meet 
anv reductions. 


"This reopening of the war has 


greaty demoralized business. Of course 
the reductions bv all the refiners to 
5.:"!! applies to the undelivered portion 
of old contracts, under the guarantee 
to Jan 1, 1000. hut there is no dispo-i 
si (ion 
to enter new contracts under, 


present conditions. Orders for prompt 
delivery would go to Arbuckle natural- 
ly nt 5.25 cents»instead of to the others 
at 5 31-eents. We fear that all the olfl 
bilterness will be revived."
